Declarations stating that the relevant portions of the reference originated with or were 
obtained from them. The portions of the Report referred to in the Declarations arc tho.se that 
arc cited by the Exumincr. 

3. Applicants also state in the affidavit: 

7) Ko subject matter disclosed w\w Systems Technical Report 00 1 004.99 15 cited 
by the Examiner in Paragraph 4 of the September 6, 2006 Office Action that is 
claimed in U.S. Patent Application 09/823,103 is invented by other than Vassil 
lordanov. JC LeMentec and mc,
